Hail and Farewell! The wisely observed pattern of dove- 
tailing the close of one administration with the opening of 
another had called out the proud-of-the-Company older mem- 
bers and the excitedly enthusiastic newer ones to another 
fabulous day. “The Ancients have done it again!” was heard 
on all sides as the day developed clear and bright for our 
observances. Surely the Lord must love the camradeship 
which binds us together and the traditions which we so 
proudly carry on! Would that such fellowship and loyalty 
to country and tradition might blossom again in the troubled 
corners of the earth, that other less fortunate peoples might 
be privileged to enjoy such ceremonies and observances and 
“take God by the Hand again.” We are a fortunate, if bur- 
dened, people. Let us always guard jealously our heritage 
though we find it necessary to use force at times. 

This year’s election saw the gavel and gorget of authority 
g0 across the borders of the Commonwealth to one who has 
shown his zeal for the Company from the day he was ad- 
mitted to membership by never having missed a meeting nor 
overlooked a duty. The new Captain, Enoch Doble Fuller, 
was born in Quincy, Massachusetts, to F. Wesley and R. 
Lena Fuller and is one of six children born of this union. 
He was educated in Quincy schools, Tilton School, Tilton, 
N. H., Massachusetts College of Commerce and Wesleyan 
University (A.B.) and was a commissioned officer in the 
First World War (U.S.A.A.F. 1917-1919). He was elected 
Register of Deeds for Hillsborough County, N. H., a surprise 
party upset and, in 1929, was elected Secretary of State for 
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New Hampshire, a position to which he has been re-elected 
ever since, having served twelve consecutive two-year terms. 
He joined the Company in the Centennial Year of 1938 and 
was elected 1st Sergeant of Artillery in 1940-41; Sergeant 
Major in 1947-48; 1st Lieutenant in 1949-50; served on the 
Membership Committee in 1950-51 and is now our Captain 
Commanding. 

It is of interest to note here that Captain Fuller’s mother 
and father were both present on the Common when Governor 
Dever commissioned their distinguished son, although his 
mother was ninety and his father ninety-four years of age! 
Both parents were remarkably active and justly proud of 
their Enoch. 

For the first time in the history of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts a non-resident of 
the Commonwealth was elected Captain Commanding. The 
ghosts of past commanders must have crowded around the 
historical Drum Head Election with approval, for back ue 
their day we were one, without state boundaries. Captain 
Fuller is possessed of boundless energy and vitality, with 
a capacity for work seldom equalled. He has a sincere affec- 
tion for his comrades, but most of all he has that zeal, enthu- 
siasm, esprit de corps, and that pride in the Company and its 
history which bespeak an active and progressive year ahead. 

The Drum Head Election again resulted in the choice of a 
group whose records show their selection was wisely made 
and under whose administration the Company can anticipate 
another successful year. The details of the anniversary ob- 
servance having been recorded in the Year Book of last year, 
it is sufficient here to publish the list of officers as elected by 
the Company deposited upon the Drum Head on the Com- 
mon.

By dint of careful planning the parade got under way at 
10:16 o’clock and we were all delighted by the many audible 
remarks heard along the line of march relative to our military 
appearance and the goodly number of members in evidence. 
Very definitely to be mentioned here and a grateful salute 
given,—we were fortunate indeed to have with us in our 
formation sixty hand-picked U. S. Marines from the Ports- 
mouth Naval Base commanded by Lieut.

Gen. Alfred F. Foote, 
as wreaths were laid on the graves of General William 
Whipple, Signer of the Declaration of Independence and 
Governor John Langdon, signer of the Constitution of the 


United States of America. 

Captain Enoch D. Fuller introduced General Foote who 
spoke as follows: 

Lr. Gen. Arrep F. Foore: Captain Fuller, my comrades of the An- 
cients, men of the national defense, citizens of Portsmouth: We of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts have come 
to your beautiful city, and to your beautiful state, for a few days of 
recreation. We pause on this day to refresh our souls and to rekindle 
the fire of patriotism which ever and always burns in the hearts of 
members of this ancient corps. This company was formed in 1638 and 
it has for the past 314 years carried on a heritage of service, patriotism 
and good citizenship. Its members have participated in every war or 
action of our country. If the years of service under the colors of the 
members now present were figured out it would amount to an astound- 
ing number of years of service to our country. 

I desire here to remark that we were led to this city and to this beau- 
tiful state of New Hampshire by none other than a son of New Hamp- 
shire, Captain Enoch D. Fuller. We are proud of his association with 
us and we are proud of his leadership. He measures up to the traditions 
of this ancient corps. He is a true son of New Hampshire. 

Here in the presence of all that is mortal of the great patriots of our 
country, our founding fathers and others who strove so valiantly to 
preserve our hard won liberties, we stand in awesome reverence. In the 
Book of Exodus of the Old Testament of our Bible, it is reported that as 
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Moses approached the burning bush God said to Moses, ‘““Take the shoes 
from off thy feet for the ground where thou standest is holy.” 

H Fellow citizens, this too is holy ground. Not only should we take the 
. shoes off our feet but we ought to be on our knees thanking Almighty 
God that such men lived and were willing to die that we might enjoy 
all the freedoms which this day are ours. 

As I contemplated making a few remarks on this occasion I felt so 
insignificant, so inadequate, that the words in the Pslam of our Bible 
R came to my mind. The words of the Psalmist when he said from the 
v bottom of his heart, ‘Oh God, what is man that thou art mindful of 
him?” And I say, “What is man of this present day?” We soft people 
who live in comfort; who have every luxury; who are we and what are 
we that we may haye any conception whatever as to what these heroes 
of old went through? 

We come with hearts filled with gratitude to pay our respects and to 
attempt to do them honor with a few feeble words; but words are futile 
things. No words that we might choose, no basis that we might form, 
can add to their glory. They were not men of words. They were men 
of deeds—great deeds. 

We take comfort at this moment because we have faith. We know 
that there is God in Heaven, and we know that those whose mortal 
remains lie here are with Him in Heaven. We know that they can read 
the meaning of our hearts as we try to express our gratitude to them 
with these few feeble words. 

When they made the momentous decision to oppose the mother coun- 
try, we must not forget that at the time Britain was the greatest coun- 
try in the world and the most powerful. When they made that decision 
it must have taken a great deal of fortitude; for with that decision, and 
having made it, it was theirs but to do or die. Either that or they might 
hang separately or all together, and they had often to do or die. But 
unlike the 600 they knew the reason why. They knew what they were 
doing. They had a passion for liberty. They wanted self-government. 
They wanted to establish here a government based on the equality of 
man, and by the Eternal they were willing to die for their convictions! 
They were brave, God-fearing men who, in the great struggle for free- 
! dom and their trust in God, felt that if a man died it mattered not too 
much, but it did matter how he died. They were willing to suffer hard- 
ships, hunger, cold, death, that they and we might have these precious 
freedoms which we enjoy.

all the hosts of those who have struggled to maintain our freedom.

Their names are etched on the golden tablets of memory and 
they are known but to Almighty God.

Governor D. Laurence MacLaren: Captain Fuller, distinguished 
guests and fellow members of the Ancients: It is always a privilige to 
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respond to a toast to one’s country, and so on this 314th Fall Field Tour 
of the Ancients I feel greatly honored in replying to the tribute you have 
just paid Canada. 

I wish the people of Canada could have seen your parade this morn- 
ing and that beautiful setting in the cemetery; could have heard General 
Foote perform such a remarkable job which he always does; and also that 
final touch, to see the armed forces of the United States, your army, 
your navy, your air forces, and your marines. It was wonderful! 

Now to this historic and beautiful state of New Hampshire I bring 
the greetings of the people of New Brunswick with a very special 
warmth in that greeting to the governor of New Hampshire. 

The Atlantic Provinces of New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince 
Edward Island and Newfoundland, have a very close bond with the 
New England states. It is stated on good authority that you have more 
of our people and descendants in New England of Canadian birth than 
our present population in these four provinces! In fact, Mayor John 
Hynes once told me that if those of Canadian heritage would stick to- 
gether they could elect the Mayor of Boston! Recently, when speaking 
to a gathering of service clubs from Maine and New Brunswick, I told 
those Yanks that the only difference between a State of Mainer and a 
New Brunswick herring-choker is that we call a horse “a horse”? and 
they say “a hoss.” 

My visit to Portsmouth is not for me just an ordinary occasion, for I 
have a very close association with the American Navy over a period of 
years and to have the opportunity to visit one of your naval bases is a 
privilege I deeply appreciate. 

I look back to October, 1917, in the Hotel Savoy in London where I 
met a group of Yanks who were betting on the world series. It sounded 
so much like home that we asked if we might join the party. One of 
them was named George Faulk who commanded the Fanning. This was 
his last night in London and there was only one thought on his mind. 
He wanted to sink a German submarine. I was in Boston six months 
later getting an artificial leg. I picked up the Boston Post and there was 
the headline that he had sunk the U-58. 

Thad a very happy occasion in 1937 when I had a meeting with 
President Roosevelt. We had the quadrant of John Paul Jones in my 
family and it was my father’s wish to give it back to the American 
Navy. I told the President that I would take it down to Annapolis and 
I did. At your Naval Academy in Annapolis, in a place of honor in the 
museum, rests the quadrant John Paul Jones sailed his ship with. I am 
happy to have been able to give it to the American Navy as it is the 
only thing the Navy has that belongs to John Paul Jones. 

Now I always get quite fed up at international gatherings to hear of 
our undefended border of 4,000 miles. Why is it undefended? Because 
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we are one people. We speak the same language. We play the same 
games and have the same ideas. 

Fifty years ago Britain’s Navy policed the world. But two world wars 
have so seriously crippled her that she is no longer in a position to do 
this and has handed the job over to her daughter, America, who is doing 
a magnificent job. 

Now the Commonwealth of British Nations, along with the United 
States, must stand together and be prepared to meet any aggressor or 
group of nations threatening the peace of the world. But the people of 
our two countries have no instinctive liking for raising large armed 
forces and all that goes with them. We would far rather be left alone 
to concentrate on our own development; but the tragic part of it is, that 
is an enjoyment no freedom loving people can afford in these critical 
days. No nation, no matter how powerful, can stand alone and cut itself 
off from the rest of the world. The march of progress has abolished fron- 
tiers. It is only by mutual agreement, and by working together, that 
nations can prosper and thus make sure of peace and security. As an 
example, it is this partnership of today between the British Common- 
wealth of Nations and the United States which is the very foundation 
upon which the future of our way of life depends. No sacrifice is too 
great to preserve this freedom which we enjoy and for which so many 
have died. 

We cannot be too serious on an occasion such as this. Naturally we 
all worry about the future. We wonder why all these things have hap- 
pened to us. We wonder what has happened to our way of life. Some- 
times I think we are like little children. We wonder what it is all about. 
What is the cause of all this? 

It reminds me of the story about wee Angus of Scotland who was 
brought to England to attend school. His mother stayed with him until 
just before his evening meal and then left. He sat at ae table and 
picked at this and picked at that. He was quite “hamesick and yearned 
for his “ane folk.” Finally dessert was placed before him. It consisted 
of three prunes. He just sat there and looked at them. Y

In a serious vein the 
Labor Secretary compared the Monroe Doctrine with our 
present policy abroad and requested understanding and co- 
Operation in our struggle to preserve freedom. 

Captain Fuller, on behalf of The Company presented Goy- 
ernor Dever with a sterling silver Paul Revere pitcher. Just 
prior to the presentation of the pitcher Captain Fuller ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the Governor’s tact and kindness 
towards him on the occasion of his being commissioned Cap- 
tain Commanding the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany of Massachusetts. 

Governor Dever, in his own inimitable way, accepted the 
gift with pleasure and jokingly touched upon the number of 
members sojourning in Florida and their conduct there. In a 
more serious manner he urged the restraint of partisanship 
as against Americanism to insure the future well being of 
the country, 

The occasion was a very spirited and harmonious one with 
the expressions of friendship and good will evident every- 
where. 

The ceremonies came to a close upon invocation of the 
benediction by Reverend Francis X. Bransfield.

Resolution on Past Commander Frank L. NacLe 


Frank Lincoln Nagle was born in Pottsville, Pennsylvania 
in 1861 and died in Boston, Massachusetts, July 1, 1951, 
ninety years old. 

He was the son of the famous General James Nagle of 
President Lincoln’s selection, who commanded his troops 
nobly all through the Civil War. He was honored by his 
statue which now stands on the battlefield at Antietam. 

Frank as a boy, learned to drum and intended to be a 
drummer boy but the Civil War ended too soon for him. 

In later years, he came to Boston and went into the pub- 
lishing business and became chairman of the board of Brag- 
don Lord and Nagle, publishers for fifty years of the Textile 
World, later combining with the McGraw Hill Company, 
publishers of trade magazines. 

He was a constructive thinker and a born diplomat, being 
a gentleman in every respect. He always wore a cheery smile 
with a warm hand clasp for all of his friends, who were 
legion. It was a pleasure to be in his company. 

Captain Nagle was admitted to membership in the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company in 1917 and was elected 
Commander in 1925. He took the company to Cuba on their 
successful Fall Field Day trip. 

He also held membership in the Sons of the American 
Revolution. He was a past commander of the Military Order — 
of the Loyal Legion. 

He was a life member of Dalhousie Lodge A. F. & A. M. 
and of the Royal Arch Chapter. 

He was a past member of Gethsemane Commandery 
K. T. and became Past Grand Commander of the Grand Com-. 
mandery Knights Tamplar of Massachusetts and Rhode Is- 
land. 
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He was a member of the Shrine and for thirty years was 
a Trustee of Aleppo Temple A.A.O.N.M.S. 

He was Senior Past President of the Massachusetts Chari- 
table Mechanic Association and served in that capacity in 
1929, 1930 and 1931. His portrait in oils adorns their office 
walls. , 

He was ill for two years and seven months due to a fall 
which broke his hip, but during all this time he never lost 
his charming disposition. His funeral service was attended by 
many notables.

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A TRIBUTE TO 
Honorable Freperic W. Coox (Honorary Member) 


The Honorable Frederic W. Cook passed away on Novem- 
ber 17, 1951. Probably no man greater exemplified all of the 
virtues to which we aspire as Ancients than did Fred Cook. 
His place among us will not soon be filled by one of his 
stature. 

We believe it fitting that the following tribute paid Secre- 
tary of State Cook by His Excellency Archbishop Cushing, 
be spread upon our record as best expressing our own feelings 
towards one of our most honored honorary members: 


February 2, 1949 
TRIBUTE PAID BY ARCHBISHOP CUSHING TO 
FORMER SECRETARY FREDERIC W. COOK 


“The following is the text of the tribute paid Frederic W. 
Cook by Archbishop Cushing on the occasion of the testi- 
monial dinner tendered Mr. Cook last night at the Hotel 
Statler: 

“T would have been not a little unhappy if I had not been 
asked to come here tonight. First of all, as a bishop I cannot 
be identified and I am not identified with partisan politics. 
My people belong to both the principal political parties in 
this Commonwealth and I represent all of them here tonight. 
I think it likely that most of them have voted for Fred Cook 
at one time or another and I know for certain that all with- 
out exception share my own high regard for him. And so I 
belong here as a representative of my people. 


“Good Neighbor 

“Then I wanted to come for personal reasons. It is now 
more than a quarter of a century since I began my priestly 
work and it was in those first years of my priesthood that I 
made the acquaintance of Fred Cook. He was a good neighbor 
then and he has been a good neighbor ever since. When I was 
installed as Archbishop of Boston it was a very special thrill 
for me to present myself at Fred Cook’s office at the State 
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House to fulfill the legal requirements of Archbishop of 
Boston as a corporation sole, operating within the framework 
of the state law. I felt I was calling on an old and faithful 
friend and I think it likely that only here in America could 
formalities touching on relations between Church and State 
beso pleasantly and cordially discharged as they were be- 
tween Fred Cook and me at the State House. 


» “Honorable Man 

“But most of all I wanted to come here officially. I speak 
for what is quite probably the largest single group of neligions 
people in the Commonwealth. It is my duty to speak up 
against violations of God’s law if, when and as they occur. 
It is no less my duty to bear witness to the good, the tate 
and the upright. It is sometimes necessary for those wee 
speak for morality to denounce the evil and to call to or der 
the offending. It seems less urgent but it is much more im- 
portant to proclaim the virtues of the upright and to praise 
the righteous. It is to do just that that I have wished to take 

part in this little program in honor of Fred Cook. ‘ 
“Fred Cook has been in public office for a longer period of 
time than many of those who vote for him have been alive. 
In all these years, through successive administrations there 
has never been the slightest of scandal attached to the name 
or office of the truly honorable Frederic W. Cook. Like most 
others, so I have heard practically every candidate for public 
office criticized for something or other at one time or an- 
other during a campaign or an administration. I suppose 
there have been many men aspire to Fred Cook s job and in 
line with their aspiration they must have campaigned against 
him. If anyone has ever brought so much as a single word 
of hostile criticism into a campaign against Fred Cook, I 
never heard that word and I don’t know of anyone else who 
did. Fred Cook, I repeat, is truly entitled to the designation 
of honorable and placed before his name that proud word is 
no perfunctory form or empty title. It is the description of 

the man himself, 
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“When people want to speak kindly of my racial and na- 
tional background they call us witty or genial of something 
of that sort. People of German descent are said to be serious 
and painstaking and earnest. The French are supposed to be 
well-mannered; the Italians and other Latins excitable, 
colorful and warm-hearted. People of Fred Cook’s lineage 
are usually credited with being shrewd, thrifty, just. 

“Some of these generalizations are a little too easy and a 
lot misleading. I know several Irishmen who are not the 
least bit witty. There are probably any number of light- 
hearted Germans and frivolous Slavs. I suppose there are a 
few prosaic Italians. There must be a couple of Yankees, 
who could be ‘taken in’ and probably a sprinkling of them 
who are spendthrifts. Not everyone runs true to type. 


Yankee Gentleman 

“But it is true, nonetheless, that there are types. The best 
types, however, blend with the virtues of their own stock a 
bit of the qualities of the others about them. Fred Cook does. 
He has the shrewdness, sense of justice, the prudence of the 
best kind of Yankee. But at least in his own eye there’s a 
bit of Celt, and in his friendly heart some of our laughter. In 
his public record, there is the perseverance and the dogged 
devotion to duty of the Nordic. In his private friendships you 
will find the warmth and the exuberance of the Latin. His 
office has always had in it the courtesy of the Gaul, the effi- 
ciency of the German, the friendliness of the southern races 
and the routine excellence of those to the North. In one word, 
Fred Cook is a citizen of the world — the best kind of 
American — a complete gentleman — an all-around Chris- 
tian. 

“That is why he has appealed to so many different kinds 
and classes in the general community. All of us found a bit 
of the best of ourselves in Fred. On election day all sorts of 
people found it easy to vote for him. Now as he retires from 
public service, these same people and thousands more will 
find it very difficult to forget him. I share their gratitude to

him for so many decades of devoted public service. I know 
they share the prayer I offer for Fred; that God may grant 
him length of days, health and happiness abounding, His 
blessing in whatever form Fred’s heart may most desire it, 
‘Well done thou good and faithful servant!’ The Lord keep 
you.

Large school, college and social delegations paid us visits 
during the year, among them: — Boston Home and School 
Association, Bourne School, Boston University, Cambridge, 
Framingham, Malden, Nahant, Needham, etc. It is alarming 
to note that many, many local groups are ignorant of our 
early history or that a museum such as ours exists in Boston 
today. Those from out the state seem to be better informed 
than our people closer to home.

PRESENTATION TO 
GENERAL DOUGLAS MacARTHUR 


On July 18, 1951 Captain Fuller received from State 
Senator Charles W. Hedges an invitation to have the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery Company represented at a 
reception to be tendered to General Douglas MacArthur by 
the Great and General Court of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts at the State House, Boston, on July 25th. 

Under the same date Captain Fuller sent a letter of ac- 
ceptance to Senator Hedges stating that he personally would 
represent the Company. Upon his arrival at the State House, 
Captain Fuller was assigned, together with representatives 
of other military organizations, to a post in the Hall of Flags 
With instructions to familiarize himself with the historical 
data concerning the flags displayed in the repository near 
his Post in order that he might be able to answer any ques- 
tons asked by the General or any member of his party. 

This feature of the reception went forward as planned, 
following which General MacArthur delivered a speech in 
the House Chamber before a special joint session of the 
Legislature, Governor Dever and invited guests. 

In the meantime, Col. Charles W. Mitchell, Aide to Cap- 
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tain Fuller, upon learning that General MacArthur was to 
visit Mayor John B. Hynes on Thursday, July 26th, suggested 
to the Captain that the presentation of a suitable historic 
memento be made on behalf of the Company. This was im- 
mediately decided upon and Colonel Mitchell was authorized 
to procure a silver tray to be properly inscribed and which 
would serve as a companion piece to the replica of the Paul 
Revere Bowl to be presented by Mayor Hynes.

Invitations were received by our Company from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, America and West Indies Stations, the 
Flag Captain and Officers, H.M.S. “Superb” and the Com- 
manding Officer and Officers, H.M.S. “Snipe,” to attend an 
At-Home party on board their ships on Tuesday, September

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PRESENTATION OF A SPINET PIANO 
TO THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Early in August, 1951, a press release from the office of 
the Mayor of Boston read as follows: 


“On September 4, 1951, Mayor John B. Hynes requested the Boston 
Music Committee. named by him last Spring to advance the promotion 
of music in Boston, to undertake the responsibility of equipping Faneuil 
Hall with an electrical organ and a spinet piano. The Music Committee 
is now sponsoring daily noon and Sunday afternoon organ recitals at 
the Parkman Bandstand, Boston Common. Thousands of persons includ- 
ing tourists from all sections of the nation, judging by the attendance, 
comments and letters, are daily enjoying these recitals.” 

Said the Mayor, “It has been brought to my attention that famous 
old Faneuil Hall, known down through the years as the Cradle of 
American Liberty, which is one of the most beautiful specimens of 
Colonial architecture in existence, is without a permanent piano. 

“Over the years, in the light of the money spent by the City on its 
public buildings, it was surprising, to say the least, to learn that this 
venerable shrine of early American history is without a piano. In view 
of the important patriotic exercises which are held there from time to 
time and the number of persons who visit this shrine year-round from 
all sections of the nation, it is highly desirable that Faneuil Hall be 
equipped with a suitable piano. A study made by competent musicians 
indicates that a vertical, spinet-type instrument would best fit the 
historic decor of the hall. 

“The study also reveals that Faneuil Hall, as a place for patriotic 
exercises and musicals. would be improved if it were equipped with an 
electric console organ. I understand the center of the rear gallery 
affords an excellent location for such an instrument. 

“The City, of course, might readily buy both a piano and an electric 
organ, but the thought occurred to me that in light of the history of 
Faneuil Hall and the traditions surrounding it, the Boston Music Com- 
mittee which has already shown its willingness to serve the community 
by sponsoring the daily noon and Sunday afternoon organ recitals at 
Parkman Bandstand, would enjoy the opportunity of finding the ways 
and means of installing them. I understand the total cost would not 
exceed $4,600. 

“The Boston Music Committee is composed of one hundred of the 
leading musicians and music patrons of the City. It is headed by Harry 
J. Blake, prominent Boston wool merchant, who last year presented the 
Gity the electric organ now permanently installed at the Parkman 
Bandstand.” 
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The idea of a gift presentation was brought to the attention 
of Captain Fuller together with the information that Col. 
Paul H. Hines, Festival Director and the Mayor’s represen- 
tative on the Boston Music Committee had under considera- 
tion a plan for the school children of Boston to raise a popular 
fund for an organ. After contacting the members of the 
Finance Committee, Captain Fuller immediately appointed 
a committee to include Lt. Col. James E. Bagley, Jr., Lt. Col. 
Earle R. Barnard and himself to meet with Colonel Hines 

- relative to an offer of a suitable piano as a gift from the Com- 
pany. 

When the offer was placed before Colonel Hines he at once 
visualized the tremendous appeal from a public viewpoint, 
of the combining of the interests of his Boston Music Com- 
mittee and our historic Company in making this presentation 
at the height of the Christmas Festival Season. 

As Colonel Hines went forward with his plans. the Com- 
mittee turned to the matter of raising the funds and procuring 
the desired type of spinet piano. The officers and members 
of the Company were enthusiastic to carry out the project 
but there were some differences of opinion as to how the 
funds should be provided. : 

Tt was finally decided to raise the money by popular sub- 
scription and this was done. Our member Harry Dykeman 
of the Baldwin Piano Company offered to procure an instru- 
ment by direct sale and through his efforts we were able to 
locate a spinet type piano designed in the American Colonial 
or Louis XV Period in the late eighteenth century which 
blends perfectly with the interior of Faneuil Hall. | 

The date of the ceremony was set for Sunday, December | 

16th and the Committee arranged for a collation to follow. 
Colonel Hines had secured the services of Dr. Augustus j 
Zanzig, nationally famed musical director, to conduct the } 
‘Program which included seventeen distinct examples of 
Period and Christmas Music. |

All the artists were attired in period costume which striking- 
ly complemented the murals and other decorations in the 
historic Chamber. 

Invitations were issued by Mayor Hynes and Mr. Harry 
Blake, Chairman of the Boston Music Committee, to his com- 
mittee members and to the officers and members of our 
Company and friends. A detail of Boston Police was provided 
by Colonel Hines and eight of our Sergeants reported to assist 
in carrying out the arrangements. 

During the recital, Mayor Hynes, Mr. Blake, Colonel 
Hines and Past Commanders Malley and Bunker occupied 
the rostrum with Captain Fuller. 

Opening the presentation ceremony, Captain Fuller ad- 
dressed Mayor Hynes as follows:

Our organization immediatly contacted Col. Paul H. Hines, Indus- 
trial Counselor for the City of Boston, and offered to make a gift of a 
spinet piano to the City for use in Faneuil Hall. 

At this time our Company wishes to pay tribute to the Boston Music 
Committee, composed of one hundred of the leading musicians and 
music patrons of the City of Boston, for the excellent work the com- 
mittee is doing. As we know, this committee is headed by Mr, Harry 
J. Blake, who last year presented the City with the electric organ now 
permanently installed at the Parkman Band Stand on Boston Common. 

It is a very happy occasion for me, as Commander of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, to have the privilege of presenting this 
piano, through Mayor John B. Hynes to the City of Boston for use in 
this “Cradle of Liberty.” 
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Mayor Hynes expressed the appreciation of the City of 
Boston and his personal gratitude for the gift. He paid glow- 
ing tribute to the Company and cited many highlights of its 
historic background and concluded by stating his pride in 
being an active member of the organization. He then re- 
quested Mr. Blake, an accomplished pianist and organist to 
give the new instrument a tryout. This was done after we 
had arranged a group picture which included Mr. Blake, 
Miss Dreyfus, Mrs. Smith, Mayor Hynes, Captain Fuller and 
Captain Bunker. 

The Committee then invited all present to inspect the 
Armory where the collation was being served. The intense 
interest shown by these music-lovers in the contents of our 
Museum and Library as evidenced by their many questions 
and comments was most gratifying to our numerous members 
who acted as guides. 

It is our hope that the piano with its suitably inscribed 
bronze plate will remain for many years as a memento of a 
Civic, patriotic and historic ceremony participated in by such 
diverse and widely separated groups actuated by a purely 
Senerous motive. 

Colonel Hines informed our committee in April, 1952, 
that, inspired by our action in providing the piano, the school 
children of Boston have already raised over a thousand 
dollars towards providing an electric organ for Feneuil Hall.

HONORARY MEMBERSHIP IN THE ANCIENT AND 
HONORABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY OF 
MASSACHUSETTS

On May 6, 1952, His Royal Highness, The Duke of Edin- 
burgh, was invited to accept honorary membership in The 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
thereby filling the vacancy created by the death of His Late 
Majesty, King George VI. His Royal Highness graciously 
accepted. 

We considered it fitting to have the certificate of member- 
ship delivered to His Highness in person and our Liaison 
Officer Major J. Edward Grinfield-Coxwell, immediately 
made plans for the trip. Suitable notice was forwarded to 
Buckingham Palace that a personal presentation would be 
made, i 

Upon his arrival in London Major Grinfield-Coxwell was 
informed from the Palace that His Highness would indeed 
be happy to receive the certificate in person but he was at 
his estate in Scotland and would not again return to London 
until late in October. Our Liaison Officer took everything 
into consideration and decided to be received at Buckingham 
Palace by His Highness’ Private Secretary rather than at- 
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tempt a trip to Scotland, and a meeting was duly arranged 
for September 24th at 11:30 o’clock in the evening at the 
“Privy Purse Door” at the front of the Palace. 

Major Grinfield-Coxwell was escorted through the Palace 
to the door of His Royal Highness’ private office where he 
was received by Mr. Michael Parker, the Duke’s Private 
Secretary, who exchanged the usual Court formalities before 
receiving the certificate of membership. He was indeed de- 
lighted when he learned that we had not deviated from our 
usual form and that His Royal Highness’ certificate was just 
like that of any one else. He assured our Liaison Officer that 
Her Majesty would be as pleased as His Royal Highness by 
this gesture. 

Mr. Parker insisted upon a signature in the special visitors 
book and Major Grinfield-Coxwell signed in the name of the 
Company. After exchanging a few pleasantries Mr. Parker 
called a special car for the convenience of our emissary” of 
good will and, upon departure, spoke very highly of our 
uniform, saying His Royal Highness would certainly have 
spoken about the subject himself. 

We are happy to have The Duke of Edinburgh as an hon- 
orary member and to have had such a worthy Liaison Officer 
to represent the Company. 

During the visit of our Liaison Officer to London to present 
the certificate of membership to The Duke of Edinburgh he 
also presented a new silk flag of “Old Glory” to the Honour- 
able Artillery Company of London to replace one which had 
held a prominent place of honor in the Long Room of the 
London Armory of the Ancients ever since 1912 when our 
Company presented it with ceremonies suited to the occasion. 

It is of interest to note that “Old Glory” was carried across 
the Atlantic by the London Company on their 300th anni- 
versary celebration and was returned again to its place of 
honor until the time of the so-called London Blitz when, due 
to age as well as bomb fire, it was no longer a thing of beauty 
to behold. 

The new Flag of our country was received with impressive 
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ceremony and a feeling of genuine fellowship and allied 
interests. It was hoped that our flag ceremony might set an 
example for the rest of the world to follow, — that peoples 
of all nations might get along peaceably together, in admira- 
tion, tolerance and respect. 

Major Grinfield-Coxwell returned with an excellent copy 
of the last portrait of His Late Majesty, King George VI, a 
gift to the Company, which was painted for the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London by the celebrated Maurice 
Codner. It will hang in an honored place in our own Armory 
in Faneuil Hall to remind us of a great and humble man. 

Before leaying England Major Grinfield-Coxwell signed 
the Register in the American Embassy in the name of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts.

THE THREE HUNDRED AND FOURTEENTH 
ANNIVERSARY 


June 2, 1952 


A feeling of “God’s in His Heaven, All’s right with the 
World” descended upon us on June 2nd even before Reveille 
and held throughout the day in spite of a terrific downpour 
all the previous night which continued until dawn. Truly, 
the day was a benediction which endured to the end, — full 
and rewarding. There was that indescribable, busy stirring 
which bespoke mighty preparations for a “Great day” — the 
last for one Captain Commanding, — the first for another. 
A milestone to each in his own way. The memories which 
crowd in upon a man on June Day are somewhat sacred and 
known only to those who have served as Captain. He 
wouldn’t swap these ceremonies for his chances at immor- 
tality! 

After Reveille, which always starts this memorable day, 
the customary traditional exercises at the grave of Captain 
Keayne were observed and the Comrades reported in at the 
Armory for luncheon and parade formations from 11:15 
until 12:00 noon. 

The turnout was especially good and the “Ancients” made 
a fine military appearance, . . . those drills certainly paid off 
and Colonel Kane and all those who participated are to be 
commended for their untiring efforts in behalf of the Com- 
pany. The mounted units were resplendant and the parade 
had all the notable features of previous years, with the pres- 
ence of a larger assemblage than usual from the Centennial 
Legion of Historic Military Commands. 

The parade formed at Faneuil Hall and moved over the 
prescribed route to City Hall where we were joined by 
Mayor John B. Hynes, thence to the State House where we 
were joined by State Treasurer John E. Hurley who acted 
for Governor Dever and took his place with the Honorary 
Staff in the parade to the church. Spectators lined the route 
of march and many hundreds filled Copley Square as we 
entered the Old South Church for our Anniversary exercises.

Perfect arrangements at the church facilitated the en- 
trance of the column, while the detail from the Company 
planned the seating of the large assemblage to witness the 
services in a manner that left nothing to be desired. The 
military organizations occupied the pews on each side of the 
center aisle. The order of service moved smoothly from the 
salutation to the colors on through the final benediction. 

That the services commanded an unusual quiet is evidence 
of the importance of prayer and the presence of God in our 
undertakings, as well as a splendid tribute to the speakers 
and the truly inspiring voices of Elsa Gerling and the Meis- 
tersingers. ‘ 

It is fitting to pay tribute to the preacher of our Anniver- 
sary sermon who will go far because of his clarity of thought 
and earnestness of purpose. 

The Reverend Franklin H. Littell, B.D., Ph.D., dean of 
the Chapel, Boston University was licensed a local preacher 
at the age of fifteen, was graduated with Phi Beta Kappa 
honors at the age of nineteen from Cornell College (Lowa) 
where his father was a professor and a Methodist minister. 
He studied for four years at Union Theological Seminary for 
a Bachelor of Divinity degree, where he was an. officer in the 
National Council of Methodist Youth, the president of the 
Council being Harriet Lewis of Great Falls, Montana, who 
is now Mrs. Littell. ; 

After graduation he joined the Detroit Annual Conference 
and served as minister of Youth at Central Methodist Church 
in Detroit under the leadership of Dr. Henry Hitt Crane, 
formerly of Malden, Massachusetts. 

He received a Ph.D. from Yale, and his doctoral manu- 
script received a special award in 1947 from the American 
Society of Church History. He has written extensively on 
youth and student work in Motive, Intercollegiate, The Ep- 
worth Herald, and, since 1940, edited or helped edit a News- 
letter on Christian cell group work. 

From 1944.49 Dr, Littell was Director of Religious Affairs 
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at the University of Michigan. Following this position he 
joined the American occupation in Germany on the Religious 
Affairs Staff. At the time of his call to Boston University he 
was Chief Protestant Adviser to the High Commission for 
Germany. 

In addition to these activities he has been a youth delegate 
to the Amsterdam and Copenhagen Conferences (1939), lec- 
tured in Mexico and Switzerland at church conferences in 
recent years, and is a popular speaker and leader ‘at institutes 
and conferences for young people. 

The Littells have four children, and live in Melrose.

THE ANNIVERSARY SERMON 
Tue RevereNp Franxuin H. Lirrery 
A PRECIOUS HERITAGE 
The reading is from I Chronicles 11:17-19. 
“And David longed, and said, Oh that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Bethlehem, that is by the gate; 
And the three brake through the host of the Philistines, and drew

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water out of the well of Bethlehem, that was by the gate, and took it, 
and brought it to David: but David would not drink of it, but poured it 
out to the Lord. 

And said, God forbid it me, that I should do this thing: shall I drink 
the blood of these men that have put their lives in jeopardy? for with 
jeopardy of their lives they brought it.” 

I am deeply grateful, as a new comer in the area and but lately re- 
turned to the homeland, for the privilege of participating in these solemn 
exercises — at no point more solemn than when we come before Al- 
mighty God to praise Him for the goodly heritage given us in this 
beautiful land, and for the example of stalwart lives who have gone 
before us into His presence. As our fathers, and their fathers before 
them, gathered together to ask the Lord’s blessing, so we turn again 
from indecision and wanderings of mind to ask the Supreme Pilot of our 
destiny for forgiveness where we have erred and benediction in the right 
course. 

In acquainting myself with the details of the history of your Honor- 
able Company, in enjoying a handsomely guided tour in that splendid 
sanctuary of the spirit of American destiny at Faneuil Hall (a pil- 
grimage we ought to make with our children at least once a year), I 
was especially impressed by two features of the Ancients’ contribution 
across the generations. As the truest memorial to deceased comrades is 
to hold high and strengthen the standards which bind the Company to- 
gether, to your greater honor and theirs, I have decided to call your 
attention again to these portions of a precious heritage. These two 
aspects of the Company’s contribution to the general body politic are, 
although there are other positive matters which might be mentioned, 
basic to the very health of the Commonwealth (and the Republic, also) 
in the year of our Lord, 1952. 

The first of these traditions we might call, leaping over the centuries 
but staying well within the cultures to which we as Americans are in- 
debted, the heritage of Cincinnatus. Lucius Quinctius Cincinnatus 
(519-438 B. C.) whose story was once familiar to every school-boy — in 
the days when learning was thoroughly rooted and grounded in the 
language of Titus Livius — is today an insufficiently honored figure. It 
was Cincinnatus who inspired the concept of the citizen-soldier. He it 
was whom the messengers from Rome, carrying an urgent call to him 
to rescue the Republic from international chaos and foreign attack, 
found pacing behind a plow on his small farm along the Tiber. He 
assumed absolute powers, defeated the enemy in battle, performed ably 
his task of restoring the regular officers to their appointed tasks, and 
sixteen days later laid down his control and returned to finish plowing 
his farm. 

We need only to recall the longing which General George Washing- 
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ton expressed for Mount Vernon, following his noble leadership of our 
country in the War of Independence, to realize how deeply the tradi- 
tion of Cincinnatus was ingrained in the fiber of our own Republic. And, 
significantly, the orders of March 17th, 1638, which called this Honor- 
able Company into being, referred to “divers Gentlemen and others” 
who “out of their care of the public weal and safety” were requesting 
“the liberty to exercise themselves, at such times as their occasions will 
best permit” — a phrase we may take to mean that the first members 
(like so many of the present Company) were rather busy in the normal 
affairs of the Bay Colony. You may take considerable pride in the fact 
abate of the four men granted this patent by name, three were listed as 
merchants” and the fourth as “gentleman” — a word which today 
seems rather ambiguous, but in those times doubtless carried a rather 
specific connotation. They were not professional military men; they 
were men of affairs inspired by patriotism to undertake those elemen- 
tary disciplines which appeared reasonable and proper for protection of 
the common domain. 

There is another tradition blossomed since that time, dating back to 
Frederick the Great of Prussia, in which large professional military 
establishments usurp the right of every citizen to make his contribution 
to the common defense — and even on occasion may pretend to monopo- 
lize “patriotism,” which at its highest is a claim upon all of us. That 
tradition leads to a dangerously aggressive spirit, both in the affairs of 
nations and in the government it is supposed to serve; the fate of both 
Prussia and the Japanese Empire show whither it tends. The military 
establishment itself becomes an interested pressure group — at its best 
a serious budgetary hazard, at its worst quarreling with the very elected 
representatives of the people for control of domestic and foreign affairs. 

But the tradition of Cincinnatus, of this Honorable Company, is a 
Quite different and vastly more democratic one — one that recognizes 
that war, and the machinery of it, are unnatural interruptions in the 
healthy work and commerce of a creative society; one that recognizes 
that the truest patriots (and the best fighters) are those who fight with 
the passion of free men for defense of what is precious to them. 

In January, 1776, the German Lutheran congregation at Woodstock, 
Virginia, was crowded with people who had gathered to hear its pastor, 
Rev. Peter Muhlenberg, preach his farewell sermon; he had accepted a 
Commission as colonel of the Eighth Regiment of Virginia militia, re- 
cently authorized by the colonial Assembly. In his sermon he spoke in 
plain language of the compulsion upon the colonists to fight for their 
Uberties. Then, in a ringing voice, he concluded: 

d iia the language of Holy Writ, there is a time for all things. There 
38 a Hime to preach and a time to fight; and now is the time to fight.” 
After pronouncing the benediction he threw off his robe and stood be- 
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fore the congregation in the uniform of a colonel of volunteers. Three 
hundred of his frontier parishioners enlisted that day, as the drums rolled 
in the yard outside the church. (Weigle — American Idealism, p. 129) 
It is the spirit of that tradition which this Honorable Company repre- 
sented during the years, yes, generations, when it stood alone in the 
colonies, and which I take it still motivates you today. Now it is not 
easy, in a day when the instruments of war are as complex as they have 
become, to decide at what points the contribution of laymen can best be 
made in time of war. Obviously, with jets and radio-controlled projectiles 
and atomic warheads, a highly specialized professional army is im- 
perative. But there are whole great areas of policy and command which 
go to make up a victorious military force of democratic persuasion — 
in addition to the inevitable mass of infantry — where the knowledge 
and spirit of the citizen-officer can be, also today, more efficient and more 
ennobling than the concentration of power in military bureaus. Such 
areas are personnel and guidance, medical and most types of general 
scientific research, recreational leadership, pastoral care, many aspects 
of purchasing and contracts, civil control of occupied areas (including 
relief administration), instruction in linguistics — to mention only a 
few. One of the major patriotic contributions of this Honorable Company 
can well be to contest resolutely ihe tendency of all bureaus, military 
as well as civil, to remove from popular supervision and civilian control 
those areas where the most inspired, the most efficient and the least 
expensive services can be rendered by citizen-soldiers and citizen-officers 
who have learned their craft in the normal stream of the world’s work. 
A second matter I should like to call to your attention, in my privi- 
leged function as the preacher of the day, is this: it is imperative that 
we as Americans develop a more clearly understood behavior pattern 
for officers and soldiers in uniform. (The Ancients have long understood 
the importance of “exercises,” of discipline.) It would be unseemly, and 
unnecessarily painful on this rightly solemn occasion, to repeat the un- 
pleasant details of documenting this assertion — both in regard to the 
national Military Academy, and from scattered reports in the field. But 
this Honorable Company is by many years the oldest band of citizen- 


soldiers on the North American Continent, and it is to your credit that . 


your component strength has broadened as your traditions have deep- 
ened with the years. And I know that you are concerned with everything 
that will enable American officers and soldiers to give a good account 
of themselves in the field, a field which today extends to the farthest 
corners of the earth. 4 

There is a well-known passage of the Bible in which we are told that 
there are “varieties of gifts,” that there are “varieties of service,” that 
there are “varieties of working” (I Corinthians 12:4-6). This is notably 
true also of the various professions, the several callings. Of the good 
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farmer we expect careful stewardship of the land, long and hard work 
in season, and above all the patience of a man who deals with growing 
things. Of the doctor we expect scientific knowledge of the highest order, 
respect for life, integrity of professional association and decision. Of the 
able lawyer we expect skill in pleading, an instinct for righteousness 
which can use the most intricate of technicalities to reveal (and not 
veil) the way to Justice. Of the good poet we expect sensitivity to nature 
and personality, and the divinely given musical ear. Of the ministry 
and priesthood and rabbinate we expect perfection of personal life, a 
vision of the great things of God, a sense of the majesty of tradition, and 
that indefinable quality which we call affectionately “the shepherd 
heart.” Of the individual business man we expect energy in promotion, 
the willingness to take risk for an idea, the entrepreneur psychology. 
Now these virtues are not all mutually exclusive; yet common sense 
teaches us that a doctor whose chief personality drive was his willing- 
ness to take a risk would be a dangerous man to have around; and a 
minister whose only quality is skill in pleading may become the tinkling 
cymbol which St. Paul condemned; certainly a farmer who displayed 
the energy and impatience of promotion would be of all men most mis- 
erable, for the green things of the earth run on God’s time table. Now 
what do we expect a man in the American uniform, whether officer or 
enlisted man, to “major on”? What qualities of personality and charac- 
ter do we teach him in academy or training camp or company command, 
so that he will be a “good” military representative at home and — 
especially — abroad? It is this question, rather familiar to the Ancients, 
which I would have more vigorously pursued throughout the body 
politic. 

The truth is that, due to the fact that we have come but lately to the 
maintenance of large military establishments, due to the fact that 
America has not been long in the occupation business, we have not 
given these matters sufficient attention. The trials of yesterday were no 
less demanding than today’s, but they were much less complex! There 
1s entirely too much evidence that this man, relatively unguided, turns 
instinctively to that which he has known to be good in civil life — the 
entrepreneur psychology. Too often he spends his time “promoting,” to 
use a slang term well known to those who served in the recent war, a 
term used in almost every one of the several dozen novels I have read 
on the war from the South Pacific to West Europe. And “promoting,” 
however valuable it may be in the individual business man, is no virtue 
at all in a public servant — and the Army officer is such. 

In times past, various societies have developed goals for their military 
men. The Prussian officer, until Hitler and his adventurers corrupted 
the corps, was absolutely selfless in the performance of duty; he would 
have been scandalized to use his position for private gain. The British 
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officer in the Imperial tradition was aboye all a sportsman, a champion 
of fair play and loyalty to the team, correct in deportment to the break- 
ing point. These types may not have been exclusive, but the officers in 
those traditions knew how they were expected to behave — even when 
they did not. What is it that we should expect of the American military 
man, that will favorably convey to critical observers what the Ameri- 
can dream is about? L would propose, to initiate the discussion, that he 
should show skill in leadership of men and sensitivity to the lives en- 
trusted to his care. He should display confidence in this great experi- 
ment, which has taken the common folk of many races, religions and 
cultures and made a very uncommon nation of them. He should show 
absolute and selfless discipline, as representative of a people who are 
their own best ambassadors abroad and have not like some less favored 
countries surrendered to professionals the art of diplomatic and winsome 
conduct. The best ‘“‘salesman” of the American way of life abroad is still 
the ordinary American citizen who, whether in uniform or out of it, 
has gotten off on the right foot in his relation to another people. We 
must spend more time in practicing how to get off on the right foot, 
which is assuredly an appropriate concern of this Company! 

I’m sure that a discussion of this body, setting the pace as it has for 
the whole ideal of the effective citizen-soldier, would produce many 
more creative suggestions than I have here sketched in outline. In any 
case I refer the matter to you, symbolizing as you do our most ancient 
and one of our most dynamic centers of creative imagination and dis- 
cipline for the soldier of the American Republic. 

May I lay both these concerns on your conscience as fellow-citizens 
in a position of great and well-earned prestige, with the suggestion that 
in the future we ought to create additional means of honoring men in 
uniform not only for battlefield heroism but for imaginative and win- 
some projects which win new and loyal friends abroad for freedom’s 
flag and the way of life prized by free men. 

Ours is a precious heritage, like the water of the well which was by 
Bethlehem’s gate and for which David longed; it has been brought to 
us by many who went in jeopardy of their lives and many who did not 
return; let us keep it unsullied and unspoiled for ourselves and our 
children’s children. Let us honor our departed comrades, ourselves and 
our God, by a renewed pledge of obedience to patriotism’s highest call. 

May God bless, guide and sustain this Honorable Company, leading 
jt forward to a future of even grander service to this Commonwealth and 
these United States of America! Amen,

Representing our neighboring country we 
have with us our good friend and Comrade, the one and 
only, Honorable Larry MacLaren who is celebrating his 
twenty-fifth anniversary with the Ancients this year.

Hon. D. Laurence MacLaren: Captain Commanding, Your Excellen- 
cy, distinguished guests, fellow members of the Ancients. Once again 
it is my privilege, as it has been for a number of years, to respond to the 
Toast to Canada. To you, my fellow members of the Ancients, I extend 
Greetings from your neighbor to the north. I am indeed happy to parade 
with you on this, your three hundred and fourteenth anniversary. For 
me it is a very special occasion because it marks for me my twenty-fifth 
anniversary of a very happy event in my life, when I first joined the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in 1927. I have witnessed 
many changes in the ranks of the Ancients during those twenty-five 
years. There were friendships which have only been severed by the 
call of the “Grim Reaper”; and I look back to the time when I can see 
old Tom Rattigan, when he used to laugh when I used to sing “Up 
Your Kilt” and “God Defend The Right” Wally Riddell, and my dear 
old colleague, Fred Cook, all of whom have passed away. Your great 
kindness and hospitality to me over the years has been greatly appre- 
ciated. 

T have been accompanied here by Brigadier Eric Snow, commanding 
my area, and also Major Bruce of the Royal Canadian Artillery; both 
men who served our Canadian Services during World War II. 


At the Captain’s dinner last night I was very pleased to see that the 
Duke of Edinburgh is going to be an honorary member of the Ancients. 


The British Commonwealth of Nations is a striking example of a 
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group of nations voluntarily associated together. It touches every conti- 
nent. Now, your neighbor Canada is one of the important members of 
that Commonwealth, and we Canadians are very much attached to you. 
It is by a common interest for the future development and the freedom 
of this continent, We are also with you to make sure that security is 
maintained, Powerful as the United States of America is today, I believe 
that every deep thinking American fully realizes that you can not stand 
alone because the tremendous advancement of modern weapons of war 
have made it so that we on this continent, you and Canada, have got 
to sink or swim together. (Applause.) 

There is a force today in this world that would destroy the standard 
of life and take away from us the freedom for which so many of your 
sons and our sons laid down their lives in two world wars, and are 
continuing to do so in far off Korea. 

As a nation we are still young. We only have a population of four- 
teen million, but we have been blessed by a wonderful country. Our 
natural resources are unlimited. They have been barely scratched. The 
tremendous development that we have made in discovering oil fields 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan is only the beginning, and it bids well for 
the oil supply of this continent; which means so much to your country 
and mine for the industrial welfare and for our armed forces.

He found six thousand pounds of good gun 
powder and vast stores of ammunition. He loaded the stores on sleds and 
started back. He crossed Lake Ticonderoga, Lake George, the Hudson 
River, the Charles River and finally got to Dorchester Heights and for- 
tified it. 

Then they sent word to General Howe that he had better rect 
his position. Washington gave him twenty-four hours to get out, and he 
did in sixteen. 

It is a funny thing; we had a little ship pull in when I was Mayor in 
1930 or 1931, a small gunboat. But it represented the power of Great 
Britain in the North Atlantic. The commanding officer was a most un- 
usual character. He looked like Long John Silver of Treasure Island. 
He had a red beard to his waist. He was the right man to be in charge 
as an Admiral. (Laughter.) ‘ 

No disrespect to my good friend, Admiral MacRea. 

He had an assistant with him who was quite a character, also. He was 
a good sample of the type that has represented the British Empire for 
three hundred years, When there is a problem that seems impossible, he 
solves the problem. He had been sent with this Admiral for a most un- 
usual purpose. I tendered the Admiral a dinner and there were about 
sixty of us present. We sat there for about three hours and he never 
opened his mouth; the assistant answered every time. Afterwards he 


tendered us a luncheon on the boat.

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I was Governor in 1935 — a long time ago — and the same little 
gunboat pulled in again but with a new man in charge, Admiral Howe. 
I arranged a dinner for him. I talked with him and then he invited me 


to have lunch on the boat. I said, “What became of Sir Michael Sey- 
mour?” 

“He died about three years ago.” 

“What became of his assistant?” 

“He is back in circulation in London.” 

I was interested because I had a great liking for both men. We had 
one cocktail while we were waiting for lunch. 

The Admiral asked me, “Are you fond of steel engravings? I have 
one here of one of my ancestors.” 

“Indeed, and who was that?” 

“Lord Howe, around 1774 to 1776.” 


“T am delighted to see that. We have a parade in his honor every 
year.” 


“What is the occasion?” the Admiral asked. 
‘The day we drove him out of Boston on St. Patrick’s Day.” 
(Laughter.) 
Captain Futter: Thank you, Governor Curley. 
At this time I would like to call for the third regular Toast. 


Cotonen Jackson: Gentlemen, the third regular Toast. 
Home of the spirit of independence and religious tolerance, 
the seat of literature and medicine; Boston where American 
education began.

Capra Futrer: The gentleman on whom I will call next 
to respond to this Toast is one who has proven himself to be 
one of the outstanding Mayors of Boston. I present to you the 
Mayor of Boston, our comrade, John B. Hynes. (Applause.) 
ae: Jorn B. Hynes: I am sort of a substitute as it were. (Laughter.) 
Gone Commanding, most distinguished and most honorable guests, 
nant S and friends of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 

Tam very thrilled to be here tonight. I think that the first time I came 
here Some years ago this gentleman now walking out, General Cor- 
merais, was at the head table. Governor MacLaren of New Brunswick 
was here telling those inimitable stories that only he can tell; and 
Governor Curley, my illustrious and distinguished predecessor, was 
here also that night. I hope that these three gentlemen whom I have 
mentioned will be here for many more years to come. 
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This was a very pleasant day in Boston — rather a warm day — but 
you Ancients kept alive your ancient traditions by marching through 
our streets to your Drum Head election on Boston Common; and as 
Mayor, and as one of your undistinguished members, I was very proud 
indeed to tardily fall in line and march with you. 

We are not too boastful here in Boston — we are rather a conserva- 
tive people — but we do modestly admit that Boston is the All-American 
American city. We modestly admit that without Boston there might 
never have been a United States of America. But, whether we boast un- 
duly or not, this much can be said — and for sure, gentlemen — there 
is no city in America which is as stimulating, as inspiring, and as dis- 
tinctive as is this great old city whose history runs parallel with the 
history of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. (Applause.) 

We are accused in some quarters of being hero worshipers of the 
dead past; and while that accusation might have some little color of 
truth, the whole truth is this: the things of the past which should not 
be forgotten are not forgotten, and rightly so. They have not been for- 
getten by your Ancient Company. Indeed, your Company is the symbol 
— the only living link — sealed in the blood of your membership, be- 
tween our glorious past and our greatness of the present. 

Yes, Boston and the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company have 
walked hand in hand down through the years, down through the gener- 
ations, never losing sight of the fundamental virtues and principles 
upon which our nation was founded. As long as Boston lives — as long 
as Boston faces the future. no matter how uncertain it may be, we know 
that the spirit and the determination which made it a great city will 
never depart, never be forgotten, for the repository of that spirit and 
determination is in the hearts of every member of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company. And, gentlemen, today Boston salutes 
for the three hundred fourteenth time the great Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. (Applause.) 

Caprain Funirr: Comrades, I am happy to introduce to 
you Father Francis X. Bransfield, the Chaplain of the Y. D., 
— Major Walter T. Anzoni, the incoming Adjutant of the 
Company. — I would like to introduce the members of the 
Captain’s table tonight. — Doctor Philip E. A. Sheridan, our 
Comrade. — Lieutenant Colonel James E. Bagley, Jr., a Com- 
rade. — My guest, Herman E. Wiener of Worcester. — 
Lieutenant Ernest H. Hyde, Aide to Rear Admiral MacRea. 
Will Captain Harry S. Burr, National Vice Commander, Cen- 
tennial Legion of Historic Military Commands rise and take 
a bow? 
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We have a very distinguished guest with us tonight, a man 
who made history in dropping the first atomic bomb on 
Japan from his plane, Colonel Charles Sweeney. 

I will now ask the Adjutant to call for the fourth regular 
Toast of the evening. 

Coronet Jackson: Fulfilling an historic role, ready to 
meet any aggressive challenge, the team on which this coun- 
try’s security finally rests. Gentlemen, I give you the Armed 
Forces of the United States. 


Caprain Futter: The gentleman I am going to call on 
next is first of alla great American. 

He graduated from the University of Maine in 1918 and 
since that time he has received degrees from eight other col- 
leges. He is an educator, agricultural specialist, editor, banker 
and a former Public Service Commissioner for New Hamp- 
shire. At the early age of thirty-six he was elected Governor 
of the State of New Hampshire. After an administration 
marked by outstanding economic and social advancement in 
state government, which was highlighted by the reorganiza- 
tion of the State’s fiscal policy, he was elected to the United 
States Senate in 1936. He has been successively elected in 
1942 and 1948 when he was given the largest plurality ever 
received by a New Hampshire senatorial candidate. 

During the entire term of office in the Senate he has openly 
and vigorously carried the fight to the communist sympa- 
thizers in this country. He has been determinedly aggressive 
in his fight for economy in government; he is the senior 
minority member of the Armed Services Committee, where 
he serves with distinction; he is the senior minority member 
of the all-powerful Appropriations Committee and has just 
recently been elected Minority Leader of the United States 
Senate. His well known efforts in behalf of a strong national 
defense make him a perfect choice to answer the Toast to the 
Armed Services! Gentlemen, I am honored to present to you, 
my friend, your friend, and — I repeat, a truly Great Amer- 
ican, Senator Styles Bridges of New Hampshire. (Long 
applause.) 
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Hon. Srytes Brinces: Captain Commanding, honored guests, distin- 
guished members of this Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
It is a pleasure this evening to be here and pay tribute to you and to 
the record that you have made. Also, to respond to the Toast to the 
Armed Services, 

First, let me have a personal word. Years ago when Daniel Webster 
was in the United States Senate serving this Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts . . . but a native of my State of New Hampshire! . . . he was en- 
gaged in debate with a distinguished Senator from another section of 
the country who was casting aspersions on the little state of New Hamp- 
shire. He was asked, “What does New Hampshire really produce?” 

He replied, “Up in the White Mountains; up where God Almighty 
has put out a symbol in the Old Man of the Mountains, “The Great 
Stone Face’ of New Hampshire. That symbolizes man-power.” 

So, tonight, it is my privilege and my pleasure to pay a little tribute 
from our State of New Hampshire to the man whom you haye honored 
and who has served you this past year as Commander, and who is 
respected as a citizen of our State. We are very proud that if you had to 
leave the State of Massachusetts, in your long history, to choose a 
Commander that you chose Enoch Fuller of the Granite State. (Ap- 
plause.) : 

It is an honor to respond to the Toast to the Armed Forces of this 
country. Our soldiers, our sailors, and our airmen today are more than 
just military men; for all over the world today they are ambassadors 
of goodwill as well. I am pleased to respond as the ranking Republican 
member of the Armed Forces Committee for the past sixteen years and, 
also having a rather personal interest, for I have three sons in the Armed 
Forces of the United States. 

Therefore, it is a pleasure and a privilege to pay this tribute. May I 
say that in this war-torn world today in which we are residing no one 
knows the answer of tomorrow. No one knows what tomorrow will 
bring. We have, over in another section of the world, a great red spider 
spinning a web. That great red spider has spun a web enmeshing free 
peoples from all over the world and towards our country, the United 
States, the men of all nations turn their eyes; some with eyes of hope; 
some with eyes of envy and greed. Some with hatred. But they are 
turned to our country as the great nerve center of the world, and it 
is on the soldiers of the Armed Forces of our country, and the burden 
of backing up American leadership, that the free world can turn. 

We are entering today the crossroads of destiny for our country and 
the world. Thank God that we have this country for a final core of 
freedom. Remember this, that if Belgium or Holland get in difficulty 
they turn to France or England. If France or England get in difficulty 
they turn to the United States of America. But if we get in difficulty 
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there is no other place for us to turn. We are the core of last resistance. 
Remember that! 

It has been my privilege to be Chairman of the Joint Senate and 
House Committee in the Congress for foreign aid for a period of time 
in recent years and to be intimately associated with some of the things 
going on in other parts of the world. I can remember being in Hungary 
after the Communist coup there and talking with the people. We had 
to meet in the dead of night. Otherwise they might not last twenty-four 
hours for having talked with an American. I can remember being in 
Czechoslovakia after the Communist coup there. There was a country, 
friends, so free that it was almost as free as any country could be free. 
There was a country where only ten percent of the people were Com- 
munists. There was a nation where only one member of Congress was 
a Communist. One night, — over night, something happened in little 
Czechoslovakia. The Communist Cabinet members replaced fourteen 
Department Chiefs. The radio station was taken; the telephone system 
was taken; the newspapers were taken; all forms of transportation from 
community to community stopped. And so, within forty-cight hours 
37,000 citizens were purged and disappeared or shot. Now say that it 
can’t happen here in my country. I have my doubts whether it could 
or not; but it could, and let’s not forget that. 

You would think that it would be harder to espouse their cause com- 
pared to what it was a few years ago. But only three years ago in Wash- 
tugton when the so-called Mundt-Nixon Bill was pending, the Com- 
munists in this country were sufficiently strong so that they ran twenty- 
five special trains in to Washington; and there the Communist sympa- 
thizers, the fellow travellers, the pinks, and so forth, picketed the 
capital of the United States! As a United States Senator representing 
a sovereign New England State, in order to represent my constituents 
and cast my vote, I had to break through a picket line to gain my place 
in the United States Senate! We must be ever alert with a strong navy, 
army and air force as well as the will to back them up to the limit! 
(Applause.) 

And to these Armed Forces of our country, to whom we turn in our 
hour of need and on whom we must depend to Iead us in the battle for 
the free world; geared together then to their loyalty, to their valor, to 
their courage, to their service; we must offer them our greatest tribute. 
Therefore, responding to the ‘Toast to the Armed Forces I pledge to 
them, — and I know you pledge to them, your support for what they 
represent and what they are fighting for. (Applause.) 


Capratn Futter: Thank you, Styles. I will ask the 


Adjutant at this time to call for the last regular Toast of the 
evening. 
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Cotonex Jackson: The final toast is to that which origi- 
nated as a training school for officers, always standing for 
the best patriotism and leadership in the affairs of the Com- 
monwealth. Gentlemen, I give you The Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 


Capratn Futter: Comrades, to answer to the Toast to The 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
you will hear the voice of your new Commander. With all 
the happiness that I have enjoyed there is also a sad spot. 
You all know the responsibilities have been arduous, but they 
have afforded me a great deal of pleasure too. I hope and 
trust, Comrades, that you feel justified in having elected me 
your Captain Commanding. I am sincerely grateful for the 
opportunity of serving as your Captain. I hope that, in a 
humble way, I may have contributed just a little “‘some- 
thing” for the good of the Company. It has been a great 
pleasure for me to have devoted such as I have of my time and 
effort to the upholding of the truly fine traditions of the 
grandest organization to which any man could aspire to be- 
long. I have endeavored to serve you with the best interests 
of the Company at heart and, having tried, I now join the 
upper bracket — the Past Commanders. 

To you, Captain George Turain, I wish only the best. You 
will find with your able Lieutenants and your fine group of 
Sergeants that you will have an experience that will give 
you something to remember. May God watch over the Com- 
pany and all its members. Gentlemen, I bid youa fond adieu.
